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TROUBLE AT THE POLLS ON TUESDAY. 


Acting Attorney Aldrich Confident That 
There Will Be None. 

Washington, November 6.—Next -to the 
results of the elections on Tuesday, the 
question of most interest today is whether 
there is likely to be any trouble or conflict 
of authority at the polls. In conversation 
with a reporter last night Mr. Aldrich, act- 
ing attorney general, expressed himself as 
very confident that there is little reason to 
apprejend trouble. He said all’ United 
States officers have been cautioned agagmst 
doing anything to prevent controversy ‘and 
he had no doubt the state oflicers have like 
instructions. 


“But what about deputy marshals going. 


within booths or behind guard rails?’ was 
asked Mr. Aldrich. 

“They are not expected to,’’. said Mr. 
Aldrich, “unless necessary im order to dis- 
charge some duty imposed on them by the 
statutes of the United States. When nec- 
essary they have the right to go anywhere 
about polls or ballot boxes in the discharge 
of their duty. But ordinarily it will only 
be necessary that they be about outside 
ready for any emergency that may arise. 
If they obey instructions, as no doubt they 
will, their presence will simply be con- 


j ductive to good order and a fair election.” 


“Some questions have been raised, Mr. 
Aldrich, as to the right to appoint deputy 
— except in cities of 30,000 inhabi- 
aunts? 

“Mr. Aldrich: “Under United States élec- 
tion statutes the authority is so limited. 
but Attorney General Taft held, and I 
concur in this view, that under the pro- 
Visions Of.section 780 of the revised stat- 
utes, the marshal has a broad discretion as 
to the number of his general deputies and 
that under section 788 they have the same 
powers as sheriffs and their deputies in 
each State in matters affecting the peace of 
the United States, which powers are more 
specifically defined by sections 2022 and 
2024, revised statutes, and taken in connec- 
tion with section 5522 of the revised stat- 
utes leave no room for conflict or misap- 
prehension on the part of any federal or 
state official.”’

whose terms expire next March. 

The republican senators who go out are 
Felton, of California; Hawley, of Connect- , 
icut; Dawes, of Massachusetts; Stockbridge, 
of Michigan; Davis, of Minnesota; Sanders, 
of Montana; Paddock, of Nebraska; Stew- 
art, of Nevada; Hiscock, of New York; Ca- 
sey, of North Dakota; Quay, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Allen, of Washington; Sawyer, of 
Wisconsin; and Warren, of Wyoming. 

The democrats are: Gray, of Delaware; 
Pasco, of Florida; Turpie, of Indiana; Cock- 
rell, of Missouri; Blodget, of New Jersey; 
Bate, of Tennessee; Faulkner, of West 
Virginia; and Mills, of Texas. 

Of the republican senators whose terms 
expire, Hawley, Stockbridge, Paddock, 
Stewart, Hiscock, Allen and Sawyer rep- 
resent the states which are claimed by both 
sides. 

Of the democrats Gray, Tyrpie and 
Faulkner are from the states similarly 
situated. . 

The expectations of the farmers’ alli- 
ance, if well founded, place the seats of 
several other senators in jeopardy, and the 
compiexion of the next senate may. undergo 
a considerable change as the result of next 
Tuesday’s election. 

The democrats claim they will .elect leg- 
isitaures which will return democrats to, 
the places of all the democratic senators 
whose terms expire and also in the place © 
of the republican incumbents from New 
York, Connecticut, Michigan and Wiscon- 


sin, and the farmers’ alliance expects .to | 


capture the senatorships of Nevada, Ne ' 
braska and Washington. This would mean 


a loss to the republicans of seven senators, | 


and would make the upper house stand: 
Democrats 43; republicans 40; farmers’ alli- 
ance 5. 
‘This would practically give the farmers’ 

alliance the balance of power in the senate, | 
as they. could,. by voting. with. the. demio-- 


crats, give them a working majority, or} 


by .voting with the republicans give them:a 
majority of two. The republicans, how- 
ever, do not concede the loss of any of the 
seven senatorships. They admit. that these 
states are better than that of the democrats. 
They are particularly confident of the re 
sult in Connecticut, Nebraska, ‘Michigan 
and Wisconsin, and are reaching out in 
other states after democratic senatorships, 
This is particularly true of. Delaware and 
West Virginia. In the former state Sen- 
ator Higgins is confident of the election 
of a republican colleague in the place of 
Senator Gray. 

In West Virginia Stephens B. Elkins has 
made a personal canvass, upon which he 
predicts the election of a republican legis- 
lature as well as Harrison electors. This 
would result in a republican stepping into 
the shoes of Senator Faulkner. The repub- 
licans are also confident of gaining a sena- 
torship in Indiana. In New York the re- 
districting of the state by the democrats 
has resulted in an' advantage which may 
give them the choice of Senator Hiscock’s 
successor, even if the state is carried for 
Harrison. 

The republicans admit that the farmers’ 
alliance will gain the Nevada senatorship, 
but they say they. are chasing rainbows 
when they claim Nebraska, Washington, 
Wyoming and Montana. .

Washington, November 6.—There is per- 
haps but one point upon which both of the 
great political parties are agreed in this 
campaign, and that is the great democratic 
majority in the present house of representa- 
tives will be greatly reduced.

THE QUESTION OF THE DAY DISCUSSED 


By the Eloquent Preacher—He Takes His 
Text From the Righteenth Chap- 
ter of Revelations,

Brooklyn, November 6.—(Special.)—Rev. 
Dr. Talmage today selected for his ser- 
mon a subject sufficiently appropriate for 
these times, when, throughout the United 
States, great political questions are be- 
ing discussed and the nation is about to 
go to the ballot box and decide who 
shall rule in neighborhood, town, city and 
nation. The text chosen was Revlations 
18:10—“Alas, alas, that great city Baby- 
lon, that mighty city! For in one hour 
is thy judgment come.” 

Modern scientists are doing a splendid 
work in excavating the tomb of a dead 
empire holding in its arms a dead city 
—moth and child—of the same

name—Babylon. The ancient mound’ 


invites the spades and shovels and 
crowbars while the unwashed natives 
iook on in surprise. These scientists find 
yellow bricks still impressed with the 
name of Nebuchadnezzar, and they go 
down into the sarcophagus of a monarchy 
buried more than 2,000 years ago. May 


the explorations of Rawlinson and Lay-. 


ard and Chevalier and Opperto and Lof- 
tus and Chesney be eclipsed by the pres- 
ent archaeological uncovering. 

But is it possible this is all that remains 
of Babylon? A city once five times larger 
than London and twelve times larger than 
New York! Walls 373 feet high and 93 
feet thick. Twenty-five burnished gates 
on each side, with streets running clear 
through to corresponding gates on the 
other side. Six hundred and twenty-five 
squares. More pomp and wealth and 
splendor and sin than could be found 
in any five modern cities combined. A 
city of palaces and temples. A city hav- 
ing within it a garden on an artificial 
hill 400 feet high, the sides of the moun- 
tain terraced. All this built to keep the 
king’s wife, Amytis, from becoming home- 
sick for the mountainous region in which 


she had spent her girlhood. The waters | 


of the Euphrates spouted up to irrigate 
this great altitude into fruits and flowers 
and arborescence unimaginable. <A great 
river running from north to south clear 
through the city; bridges over it; tunnels 
under it; boats on it. 

A city of bazaars and of market places, 
unrivalled for aromatics and ungents and 
high-mettied horses with grooms by their 
side, and thyme wood, and African ever- 
green, and Egyptian linen, and all styles 
of costly textile fabric, and rarest pur- 
ples extracted from shellfish on the Med- 
iterranean coast, and rarest scarlets taken 
from brilliant insects in Spain, and ivories 
brought from successful elephant hunts in 
India, and diamonds whose flash was a 
repartee to the sun. Fortress within for- 
tress, embattlement rising above embat- 
tlement. Great capital of the ages. But 
one night, while bonest citizens were 
asleep, but ail the saloons of saturnalia 
were in full blast, and at the king’s cas- 
tle they had filled the tankards for the 
tenth time, and reeling and guffawing 
and hiccoughing around the state table 
were the rulers of the land, General Cyrus 
ordered his besieging army to take shov- 
els and spades, and they diverted the 
river from its usual channel into another 
direction so that the forsaken bed of the 
river became the path on which the be- 
sieging army entered. When the morning 
dawned the conquerors were inside the 
outside trenches. Babylon had fallen, 
and hence the sublime threnody of the 
text: “Alas, alas, that great city Babylon, 
that mighty city, for in one hour is thy 
judgment come.” But do nations die? 
Oh, yes, there is great mortality among 
monarchies and republics. They are like 
individuals in the fact that they are born, 
they have a middle life, they have a de- 
cease—they have a cradle and a grave. 
Some of them are assassinated, some de- 
stroyed by their own hand. Let me call 
the roll of some of the dead civilizations 
and some of the dead cities and let some 
one answer for them. 

Egyptian civilization, stand up. “Dead!” 
answer the ruins of Karnak and Luxor, and 
from seventy pyramids on the east side of 
the Nile there comes up a great chorus, cry- 
ing: “Dead, dead!” Assyrian empire, stand 
up and answer. “Dead!” cry the charred 
ruins of Nineveh. After six hundred years 
of magnificent opportunity, dead. Israeli- 
tish kingdom, stand up. After two hundred 
and fifty years of divine interposition ‘and 
of nivatielone vicissitude and of heroic be- 
havior and of appalling depravity, dead. 
Phoenicia, stand up and answer. After in- 
venting the alphabet and giving it to the 
world, and sending out her merchant cara- 
vans in one direction to Cetral Asian, and 
sending out her navigators to ‘the Atlantic 
ocean in another direction, dead. Pillars of 
Hercules and rocks on which the Tyrian 
fishermen dried their nets, all answer, 
‘Dead Phoenicia.” Athens after Phidias, 
after Demosthenes; after Miltiades, dead. 
Sparta, after Leonidas, after Luribia- 
des, after Salamis, after Thermopylae; 
dead. Roman empire, stand up and answer. 
Empire once bounded by the British channel 
on the north, by the Euphrates on the east, 
by the great Sahara desert in Africa on the 
south, by the Atlantic ocean on the west. 
Home of three’ great. civilizations, 
owning all the then discovered world, 
that was worth owning, Roman Empire, 
answer. Gibbon, in his “Rise and fall of 
the Roman Empire” says “Dead!” and 
the forsaken seats of the ruined Coliseum, 
and the skeleton of the aqueducts, and the 
miasma of the Campagna, and the frag- 
ments of the marble baths, and the useless 

iers of the bridge Triumphalis, and the 
Mauaalion prison, holding no more apos- 
tolic prisoners, and the silent forum, and 
basilica of Constantine, and the arch of 
Titus, and the pantheon come in with great 
chorus, crying: “Dead, dead!” After Hor- 
ace, ter Virgil, after Tacitus, af- 
ter Cicero, dead. After Horatius 
wn the bridge, and Cincinnat- 
us, the farmer oligarch, after Pompey, af- 
ter Scipio, after Cassius, after nstan- 
tine, after Caesar dead. The war engle of 
Rome fiew so high it was blinded by the 
sun and came whirling down through the 
heavens, and the owl of desolation snd 
darkness built its nest in the forsaken eyrie. 
Mexican empire, dead.

You see, my friends, it is no unusual 
thing for a government to perish, and in 
the same necrology of dead nations, and in

head against solid foot’ What is the in- 
terest of Georgia is the interest of Massa- 
chusetts: what is the interest of New York 


is fhe interest of South Carolina. Does the 


Ohio river change its politics when it gets 
below Louisville? It is not possible for 
these sectional antagonisms to continue for 
a great many years without permanent 
compound fracture. 

Another evil threatening the destruction 
of our Aemerican institutions is the low 
state of public morals. 

What killed Babylon of my text? What 
killed Phoenicia? What killed Rome? 
Their own depravity; aud the fraud and 
the drunkenness and the lechery which have 
destroyed other nations will destroy ours 
unless a merciful God prevents. To show 
you the low state of public morals, I have 
to call your attention to the fact that many 
men nominated for oflices in different 
states at different times are entirely unfit 
for the positions for which they have been 
nominatde. 

They have no more qualification for them 
than a wolf has qualification to be pro- 
fessor of pestoral theology in a flock of 
sheep, or a blind mole has quaiification to 
lecture a class of eagles on optics, or than 
a vulture has qualification to chaperone a 
dove. The mere pronunciation of some of 
their names makes a demand for carbolic 
acid and fumigation! Yet Christian men 
will follow right on under the political 
standards. 

I have to tell you what you know already, 
that American politics have sunken to such 
a low.depth that there is nothing beneath. 
What we see in some directions we see in 
nearly all directions. The peculation and 
the knavery hurled to the surface by the 
explosion of banks and business firms are 
only specimens of great Cotopaxis and 
Strombolis of wickedness that boil and roar 
and surge beneath, but, have not yet re 
gurgitated to the surface. When the heav- 
en-descended democratic party enacted the 
Tweed rascality it seemed to eclipse erery- 
thing; but after a while the heaven-descend- 
ed republican party outwitted Pandemoni- 
um with the Star Route infamy. 

My friends we have in this country peo- 
ple who say the marriage __ institution 
amounts to nothing. They scoff at it. We 
have people walking in polite parlors in 
our day who are not g enough to be

Francisco ten or fifteen years ago—that 
beautiful city, that _ of the Pacific. 
May the blessing of come down upon 
her great churches and her noble men and 
women! When I. get into the 
city of San Francisco the may- 
or of the city and the — president § of 
the board of health called on me and .in- 
sisted that I go and see the Chinese quarter, 
no doubt so that on my return to the At- 
lantic coast I might tell what dreadful 
people the Chinese are. But on the last 
night of my stay in San Francisco, before 
thousands of people in their great opera 
house, I said: “Would you like me to 
tell you just what I think, plainly and hon- 
estly?” They said: “Yes, yes, yes!’ I 
said: “Do you think you can stand it all?’ 
They said: “Yes, yes, yes.” “Then,” I 
said, “‘my opinion is that the curse of San 
Francisco is not your Chinese quarter but 
your millionaire libertines.” 

And two of them saf right before me— 
Felix and Drusilla. And so it is in all the 
cities. I never swear, but when I see a 
man go unwhipt of justice, laughing over 
his shame and: calling his damnable deeds 
gallantry and peccadillo, I am tempted to 
hurl red-hot anathema and to conclude’ that 
if, according to some people’s theology, 
there is no hell, there ought to be!

American Law in China. 

The government of- China is at last 
waking up to the fact that it will have to 
make some move to protect the rights of 
the Chinese in this country. Thus far 
it has paid little attention to the remark- 
able laws which have been passed by the 
congressional yote-seeker. It has seemed 
to ignore the matter altogether. Accord- 
ing to all appearances, it has refused to 
believe that a republic which has adver- 
tised itself as a harbor and a refuge for 
the poor and oppressed of all nations 
would go so far as to pass restrictive leg- 
islation aimed at one race.

If the Chinese registration act is enforced 
on Chimese resident in America, China 
will insist that Americans resident in 
China shall register and wear tags under 
penalty of imprisonment and expulsion 
according to the American system, In 
other words, American s_ resident 
in China are to have a 
dose of the same medicine that 
is -to be forced on the Chinese 
resident in America. If the Chinese here 
wear tags and register, the Americans in 
China will wear tags and register.

Simply by our people pledging 
themselves to use no other article of the 
kind but that made in Athens. If you should 
pay just a fraction more for the goods 


‘manufactured in Athens, it would come 


back tenfold. 

“The trade to the city of Athens from 
the mechanics and laboring people employed 
in the factories would last all the year 


round, which would more than pay,the dif- | 


ference in the articles bought. We only 
have the country trade three months in the 
year, and we can readily see that the manu- 
facturing trade is with us just four times 
as long. 

“Now, I ask our business men, not a 
few of them, but all of them, from_the 
largest wholesale house down to the groc- 
ery store around the corner. to get together 
and organize for the purpose of building up 
these small industries: and, instead of 
working ourselves to death to catch the 
lost country trade, we will have a trade in 
our midst that we can look after and make 
prosperous.”
